This "POST OPERATIVE KNEE FLEXER*' was created by me through 
a vision I experienced one night. My wife had a Total 
knee replacement and was under the care of a professional 
therapist for her rehabilitation. It is required that a 
knee replacement paitient achieve a 90 degree bend of the 
knee as soon as possible after surgery, in order to stretch 
the ligments in the knee. If this bend is not accomplished 
soon, it requires the surgeon to return the paitient to the 
operating room to physically stretch the tendons.
